Correspondent Tells Him That Terms

BALTIMORE, March 15.—Thnat the 
Germans planned to reduce Verdun and 
then publicly announce their plans for 
peace was the information contained in 
a letter received in the last few days 
by Cardinal Gibbons from an authori- 
tative source in one of the countries 
now at war. The prelate said he had 
heard conditions in Germany were de- 
pressing the ‘people somewhat and the 
Government felt that after it had put 
its Verdun campaign through success 
fully it would he in a positioa etter 
than ever to announce to the world on 
just what terms it would acvept peace.

Mrs. Linton Jones, proprietor of tne 
hotel, was burned -on the hands and 
arms while gving down a stairway from 
her room on the second floor. 

W. J. Matthews of St. Joseph, Mo.. 
crawled from his window on the fourth 
fioor to the ropf of an adjoining build- 
in.;. His knees were burned. 

(;uests Oo Tertmninal were aroused 
by a fire bell sounded by Wobert Bur- 
gess, the night clerk. About 15 min- 
utes elapsed before the fire spread to 
the Riveryliew Hotel across the strect 
and guests of that hotel had plenty of 
time to escape without being endan- 
gered. 

The most conservative estimates place 
the loss at $200,000, but some believe 
it will be much higher. All the buildings 
ettacked by the fire were practicalls 
cdestroved. The Terminal Hotel had 6 
rooms and the Riverview They had 
recently been refitted. Both faced the 
Mississippi River at the southern end 
of the. city. 

The -Buckner-Ragsdale store building 
was two stories in heizht. On the sec- 
ond floor were offic:s. The fire destroyed 
libraries and records belonging to At- 
torneys Henry E. Alexander and Robert 
H. Whitelaw and Dr. M. Rosenthal and 
Ben Vinyard, a real estate and insur- 
ance man. 

Cape Girardeau’s Fire Department con- 
siets of one hose reel and three firemen.

When word that the Senate Mad 
adopted the resolution reached the War 
Department, the Adjutant-General'’s of:

Instructions 
were prepared for recruiting officers 
throughout the United States to conduct 
nan actite campaign. 

Passed Yesterday by House. 

The resolution was passed by the 
House yesterday without objection an‘ 
with only one dissenting vote, cast, by 
Representative London, Socialist, of Ne 
York.

For the pres- 
ent they are preparing to act as home 
guards, but if a call comes they expect 
to volunteer for patrol or any other duty 
requested by the Government. 

Aero Squadron Moves. 

During the night the First Aeroplane 
Squadron, which arrived here from San 
Antonio, moved out of El Paso. Its 
destination was among the _ military 
mgvements kept secret. 

Gen. Gavira, Commandant at Juarez, 
said today he had received information 
that American troops had not yet 
crossed the border and that they were 
awaiting permission from Carranza be- 
fore doing so. Gavira said he believed 
Carranza’s reply would be favorable. 

Gen. Gavira, after stating that the 
American troops had not entered Mex- 
ico, said: 

“My commander at Palomas, Gen.

Denies Resentment in Mexico. 

Speaking of the rumors of popular 
resentment against Americans in Mex- 
ico, Mexican Consul Andres Garcia, in 
El Paso, said: 

“The excitement, so far as I am able 
to learn, is entirely on the American 
side of the border. I haven't heard of a 


single authentic case of Carranzista sol-' 


diers threatening Americans. Perhaps a 
few individual soldiers have called the 
Americans names, as has been charged 
but I myself have often been called 
names on the American side. Our forces 
are well under discipline, and there ‘s 
ne likelihood of any outrage agaist 
Americans of any sort.'’ 

Gen. Gavira added: “I know that there 
has been none of the reported resent- 
taent among my men. We are all friend- 
ly disposed to the United States, and her 
citizens.”’

SUBMARINE A WEEK 


Tells House Committee That U. 
S. Should Puild Standardized 
Parts in Own Laboratory. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—Thomas A. 
Edison told the House Naval Comniit- 
tee today that with a fully equipped 
Federal research laboratory and stand- 
ardization of machine parts, a submarine 
could be built in a week. He said the 


,United States should appropriate liber- 
ally for such a laboratory as recom- 
ménded by the Naval Advisory Board 
of civilian experts. 

The laboratory, preferably undér the 
administration of the Navy Department, 
Edison said, would make experiments 
to standardize parts for submarines~ or 
aeroplanes. The Government would dis- 
tribute thesé standardized parts to man- 
ufacturers. A Federal laboratory, he 
said, could be put in full working oper- 
ation for $1,500,000. 

Secretary Daniels, a number of Rear 
Admirals, other officers and some in- 
ventors formed an intérested group tliat 
heard Edison. 

Edison said that with standardization 
of parts it might be possible to pro- 
ducé a submarine within a week and 
the aim of the laboratory would be to 
“always keep ahead of the other fellow, 
to kééep in advance of dévelopment.”’ 
Submarine and aeroplane engines, he 
said, should be especially studied. 

As to the initial cost of the laboratory, 
Edison said, with a chuckle that “a lot 
of them were trying to soak the Gov- 
ernment,’ but he was sure he could 
get a laboratory, site, building and ev- 
érything all ready to operate for the 
$1,500,000. 

“What appropriation would you ask 
for the first year after the laboratory 
is ready?’ asked Representative Oliver. 

#1,000,000, a Year. 


“That depends on what You want 
to do. I spend about $300,000 a year 
for my laboratory, and I’m not much 
of a fellow compared with Uncle 
Sam, If you get an engine developed 
and standardized for the first year 
on $300,000, vou’d be doing well. They 
want so many-.things in the navy 
right off it would fill things up. | 
would have three shifts of eight 
hours each. I should say the appro- 
priation should be about $1,000,000

Edison was asked if he could Set 
cnough technical and scientific men 
to put on standardized machine work.

Edison's secretary explained that 
‘‘muckers’’ Edison meant scientists and 
inventors, and Edison himself had been 
president of a ‘‘muckKers’ club.” 

The inventor was asked what he woulda 
do after spending a good deal of money 
in standardizing a machine of 250 horse- 
power and 1008 pounds weight if he 
found some outsider had developed a 
superior machine.

RESERVE BOARD MEMBER

Chief of Staff in East Adds That 
Military Organization Is 
Almost Farcical. 


NEW YORK, Merch 15.—Col. Edwin 
F. Glenn, chief of staff of the Depart- 
ment of the East, United States army, 
in an address last night at an “Army 
and Navy” dinner given by the Sphinx 
Club, declared that “the United States 
army hetic and <ll the other na- 
tions know it.’’ 

“We have been occupying the Mext- 
can border for four years,” began Col. 
Glenn. “Two-thirds of our army—or 
22.000 men—have been there. We have 
only 22.000 there, and $00 to reinforce 
them. They are scattered from the 
Texas border to the Pacific Coast. 

“If it wasn’t pathetic it would be 
forcical—laughable. 

“Our army is like a fly gazed at 
through the wrong end of the telescope. 
Until the European war came you have 
shown as much interest in our army as 
you would in a fly.” 

He said that the Spanish-American 
war brought the United States forward 
as - world Power and therefore it must 
accent the obligations of a world Power. 

“We must have force,”’ ¢ontinued Col. 
Jienn, “behind our nation. We must 
have force behind any note our Prest- 
dent may send or any action he may 
take. 

‘“‘Here are you gentlemen sitting here. 
You could nat go to war. Most of you 
are too old. The others of you are not 
fit to go to war. You are not trained.” 
«Reverting again to the Mexican situa- 
tion he said: 

“Some of us have had experience in 
capturing a man in his own country... ®@ 
man who has his own friends. I tell 
you it is not a matter of a day. Itisa 
matter of months, may be years. 

“We are told that we are not going to 
war, but to capture Villa. Let us look 
at the reverse side. Suppose Mexico an- 
nounced she was going to send 6000, 10,000 
or 20,000 men into this country. How 
long would we stand for it? 

“Do vou think Mexico is going to stand 
for it? Would you respect her if she 
did? 

“T have made a study of the Mex- 
ican situation and I have figured that if 
we are going there to stabilize the Gov- 
ernment it will take five years and a 
minimum of from 400,000 to 500,000 men 
to do it properly.”

Members Indicate _ Protests 
Against Unequal Assessments 
Will Avail Nothing. 


WITHOUT POWER TO ACT 


Roach Declares Local Assessors 
Are at Fault—Major Not Sure 


of Discrimination. 


By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspon- 
dent. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 15.—State- 
ments made to the Post-Dispatch corres- 
pondent today by members of the State 
Board of Equalization indicate that the 
delegation of St. Louisans who will ap- 
pear before the board next week to de- 
mand a readjustment of property assess- 
ment in the State, will have their trou- 
ble for nothing, and that the board will 
take no steps to relieve the conditions 
under which St. Louis and 18 counties 
ef the 114 are paying the running ex- 
penses of the State Government while 
98 other counties are taking more mor- 
ey out of the State reasury each year 
than they are paying in. 

Gov. Major, Attorney-General Barker, 
Secretary of State Roach, Auditor Gor- 
don and Treasurer Deal, conatitute the 
Poard of Equalization, and the law 
makes it their duty to equalize the as- 
sessments between counties and the city 
oft St. Louis. 

Three members of the board are candi- 
dates for State office, and Gov. Major 
is a candidate for Vice President of the 
United States. Barker and Roach are 
running for Governor, and Gordon js a 
candidate to succeed himself for a third 
terms as Auditor. & 

Gov. Major’s View. 

Gov. Major refused to say what action 
he would take on the facts which wil: 
be submitted by the St. Louis delega- 
tiof, as they have been published in the 
newspapers, but declared that no man 
in the world can tell whether the as- 
sessinent in St. Louis is higher than in 
the various counties and sid furthor 
that there is no way in which that can 
be determined. He said: “I will not 
pass judgment on the matter before it 
is presented and I will listen, with in- 
terest, to whatever facts the St. Louis 
delegation may present to the board. 
But as to the assertion that the valua- 
tion of St. Louis property is higher than 
it is in the-country districts, I wouid 
like to know how anybody could arrive 
™% guch a conclusion except.by guess. 

may be pieces of property in 
St. Louis that are assessed at the i) 
per cent of their real value, as is con- 
tended. On the other hand, there prob- 
ably is property in the city that is as- 
sessed as low as 5 per cent and even 
less. So long as that condition exists, 
~ it is absolutely impossible to determine.

erty is assessed on the same basis as 
country property.”’ 

Roach said if there is any inequality 
in taxation the present system of fixing 
values by local assessors is at fault and 
cannot be remedied by the State board. 

“Those who complain that some sec- 
tions of the State are paying more taxes 
in proportion to property values than 
other sections oVerlook the fact that 
we are not an arsessing board, but an 
equalizing board,’’ Roach said. ‘‘If there 
is any inequality in assessments it is 
the fault of local assessors. We nave 
to accept their valuations. The myth- 
ical 331-3 per cc -t basis of valuation. 
which is plainly in violation of the 
statutes which provide that property 
shall be assessed 100 per cent, may be 
partially responsihle for the trouble. 

Barker Favors Test. 

Barker declared city property is not 
assessed higher than property in the 
rural districts, but on the contrary is 
assessed on a lower basis. Barker said, 
however, that he would vote to have 
the Board of Equalization make a test 
of the matter. 

“I am in favor,” Barker said, “of 
calling these men who are criticising the 
assesstnent to a showdown. I would be 
in favor of selecting 100 pieces of prop- 
erty in St. Louis with whose value the 
board is acquainted, and then of select- 
ing 100 pieces of property from each of 
20 counties, with whose value the board 
also is acquainted, from which to make 


comparisons. 
-“I believe such a test will show I am 
right in saying that city property al- 
ready is assessed lower than other 
property.’’ 
Deal came into the executive office 
while Gov.

NO 1915 RETURNS 
BY TWO ON BOARD 
OF EQUALIZATION 


C. O. A. Brunk and C. H. Miller 
Men Who Have Not Filed 
Assessment Lists. 


Two members of the Board of Equal- 
ization, which next Monday will begin 
its session for the revision of tax re- 
turns, have failed to make personal tax 
returns for 1915. They are Charles O, A. 
Brunk, former State Senator, and 
Charles H. Miller of 2859 Windsor place, 
an officer in a carpenters’ union. 
Brunk last year made a personal re- 
turn on $9000. This year, upon his fail- 
ure to make a return, he was arbitrarily 
assessed at $5400. If he does not care 
to pay taxes on this amount he will 
have to file his complaint with the board 
of which he is a member. 

Miller did not make a personal return 
either for 1914 or 1915, and he has not 
been assessed arbitrarily, there being no 
record of his being served with a notice 
to make return. He is assessed on $59) 
for real estate. 

The other members of the _ board, 
Charles W. Bates and Fred C. Lake, 
made returns of $1550 and $1250, respect- 
ively. In 1914 Bates’ return was $1100 
and Lake’s return was $1970. Bates is 
a former City Counselor and Lake is 
secretary of Nugent's. 

It was announced that the tax books 
would not be open for public inspection 
until next Monday, the first day of the 
board meeting, but persons who thin 
they must know about their assessment 
before that day may get the informa- 
tion from clerks by calling at the As- 
sessor's office. This service to taxpay- 
ers was started this afternoon. It is 
of interest chiefly to those who failed 
to make returns. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter learned that 
at least 1000 persons, after filing a re- 
turn, increased the amount of their re- 
turns at the suggestion of District As- 
gessors. The District Assessors this year 
were appointed after Efficiency Board 
examinations and were somewhat more 
active in this work than District As- 
sessors of previous years. 

They summoned persons of reputed 
wealth to the Assessor's office, and, 
after pointing out that certain valua- 
tions were ridiculously low, persuaded 
taxpayers to make a voluntary increase 
in assessments which were satisfactory 
to the District Assessor. This work 
saved the Assessor's office the trouble of 
presenting these cases to the Board of 
Equalization.

His invitation to speak at the meet- 
ing was the result of complaints mad» 
at the February meosting by members 
who said the Fourth street cars weie 
running so irregularly that they seme- 
times had to wait 14 minutes for a cai 
at the busy periods of the day. They 
wanted to know what could be done 
about it and the association. voted to 
give Supt. Cameron a chance to explain. 
He did explain—and the transfer wagon 
drivers got the blame. 

Blames Transfer Drivers. 

“Our Fourth strect cars get downtown 
all right,’” he said, ‘“‘but they can’t get 
back for another load. Down around 
Spruce streer a great many transfer 
wagons are starting out in the morning 
and as the street is narrow most of 
them drive on the car tracks. Especial- 
ly is this true on a snowy morning, for 
then the car track is the only part of 
the street that is swept clean. 

“And it costs our company a huge 
sum to clean those tracks. But the 
teamsters use them aad then if a wagon 
gets stalled or breaks down there is a 
long tie-up. 

‘We can’t knock the wagon off the 
track. We have our wrecking crews anil 
equipment sv distributed over the city, 
however, hai no matter where a break: 
down occurs we will speedily get a crew 
there to clear the track. 

‘Since this cody complained cf the 
Fourth street service 1 have had thrce 
traffic censuses taken and as a result 
we have added one or two new cars in 
the rush hours and probably will add 
more.’ 

Commenting on transportation prob- 
iems in general Cameron said it is unl- 
versally agreed that every citizen knows 
how a railroad should be run. 

“Why, every newspaper reporter in 
town knows how to run this street car 
system better than we do and every edi- 
tor could revolutionize the entire trana- 
portation system in a week. Analyze 
your grievances and you will find that 
every man winté a car line on the street 
next to his but never on his street. All 
of you want a car to stop for you at 
the most convenient spot for yoursel?, 
take you on and carry you to your des- 
tination without stopping for anybody 
else. 

“Every venturesome real estate dealer 
that buys up an unimproved tract 
somewhere adjoining the city wants a 
street car line out there next day. Tell 
him there are no people to carry and 
ask him why he wants a car line and he 
will tell you: ‘A car line will cause peo- 
ple to move out here and I can sell my 
lots and make money.’ 

“Yes, it is true, the very people we 
are already carrying might move out 
there and we would have the privilege 
of. transporting them over greater dis- 
tance with new equipment that cost u 
fortune, but at no higher fare.’’ 

Crowds Come Together. 

Another trouble that Cameron men- 
tioned was that all the department stores 
close at the same time and the people 
that pour out of them all want to go 
home on the very next car. And then, 
he said, the extended use of the transfer 
has reduced the average [fare to 3.2 cents. 
The company, he said, uses 400,000 trans- 
fers every day. He complained of the 
action of ‘“‘generous jiries’’ in giving 
large judgments to persons for whose 
injuries the street car company felt it 
was not to blame. 

But with all the troubles, he said, the 
average number of complaints received 
at the general office is hetween two and 
one-half to three a day. He urged that 
complaints be made tv him by phone, 


letter or in person and promised an in- 
vestigation of each one.

MORE FAVORABLE TOWARD 
SETTLEMENT WITH U. S. 


Government Suppresses 


and Gains Upper Hand Over Public Sen- 
timent— Desires Agreement on 
Submarine Issue. !

BERLIN, March 12, via Amsterdam, 
March 14.—With potentialities of further 
trouble and serious complications be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
undiminished, certain developments hav- 
ing to do with political conditions here 
can be regafded on the whole as putting 
a more favorable and more hopeful as- 
pect on the submarine situation in so 
far as America is affected in the three- 

cornered U-boat controversy. 

The crisis in Washington has not been 
without a somewhat similar and equally 
difficult situation here. The difference 
was that in Washington Congress at- 
tempted to apply ‘“‘the brake,” while 
here the Government itself was acting 
as a brake on popular sentiment and 
powerful forces steering in a direction 
which might cause war to become in- 
evitable. 

The Government here was a8 SUuc- 
cessful as Congress was unsuccessful. | 
The situation at both ends is again in 
the hands of the respective Govern- 
ments since Washington has been freed 
from a congressional brake and the 
Bethmann-Hollweg element here is less 
hampered for the time being by infl- 
ences even more disconcerting and trou- 
blesome. 

Ground for Brighter Views. 

Ten days ago I cabled that the situa- 
tion as viewed here was that the two 
nations were drifting unwillingly but 
helplessly toward war becuuse none 
seemed strong enough to divert either 
or both ships of state. Much has hap- 
pened since then, in both Washington 
and Berlin, which gives ground for 
brighter views. Wilson and Lansing and 
Berlin are again in a position to resume 
conversations. The fate of the relations 
between the United States and Germany 
continues and will continue to hang on 
the slender balance of the judgment and 
high-strung nerves and mind of some 
young U-boat commander, but from in- 
formation here it appears as though the 
situation in Washington has _ been 
cleared. The same can be said of the 
situation here. Both nations are again 
clear to take up the discussion of differ- 
ences in the views held. A brief sum- 
mary of the situation as viewed here fol- 
lows: 

First the Government found the de- 
mand for disavowal of the Lusitania 
sinking in Secretary Lansing’s phrase- 
ology unacceptable, as the Chancellor 
stated in the interview in the Post-Dis- 
patch, on the ground that the Govern- 
ment and nation considered the demand 
in *%ts presented form as humiliating «and 
affecting the national honor, and that 
the Government ‘could not grant it even 
if the rejection meant a break in rela- 
tions. Berlin suggested a change in the 
phraseology which, it is claimed, does 
not affect the essentials but tends some- 
what to take the curse off of the de- 
mand. Lansing’s acceptance of the Ber- 
lin suggestion has not yet been officially 
received. : 

Second, claiming that Secretary Lan- 
sing’s note to the allies asking that they 
disarm their merchant ships was a tip 
that such a move would be welcomed in 
Washington, Berlin sent a memorandum 
stating that all armed merchantmen 
would be treated as warships. The first 
reports, supported by such Washington 
press dispatches as were received here, 
indicating that Lansing would take the 
German viewpoint, were followed by a 
sudden switch in attitude. This switch 
has not been understood here. 

Third, the German Government an- 
nounced that this memorandum did not 
violate or nullify Ambassador Bern- 
storff's promise that unarmed passenger 
ships would not be sunk without warn- 
ing. 

Fourth, Foreign Minister von Jagow 
made it known that Germany is content 
to act under the principle that if the rea- 
son for a rule ceases to exist the rule it- 
eelf falls and so the law legalizing the

arming of merchant ships ts no longer 
in effect. 

Fifth, the German Government denies 
that it is seeking to change internation- 
al law, and contends that half a century 
of time has so changed the law through 
the changed conditions on the sea that 
it merely asks cognizance be taken of 
such a change. 

Sixth, it is asserted here that the Cer- 
man Government does not know what 
Secretary Lansing considers legitimate 
“defensive armament.” ‘ 


Seventh, Germany contends that not 
the size of the ships or the caliber of 
the guns, but the intent and purpose 
characterize offense and defenve, and 
that the smallest gun can be used of- 
fensively and defensively. Germany 
would like to hear a hypothetical case 
illustrated by what Secretary Lansing 
understands armed merchantmen to be 
of legally using armament in defense. 
Eighth, Germany would like to know 
whether Washington considers that the 
apprvach of a submarine to a merchant- 
man with a purpose of ascertaining the 
nationality and character of the ship is 
a “hostile act” under Secretary Lan- 
sing’s interpretation of the law. Is 
an armed merchantman firing at such an 
approaching submarine, which has com- 
mitted no hostile act unless the mere ap- 
rroach is so considered, acting 6ffensive- 
ly or legally defensively? 

Ninth, Germany insists that legally 
there can be no attack in alleged de- 
fense by merchantmen upon recognized 
legal war craft. 

Tenth, :t is the contention in German 
Government circles that the actions of 
British merchantmen in attacking sub- 
marines, together with British admis- 
sions that such attacks have been made, 
and the instructions of the British Ad- 
miralty, are proof positive of the of- 
fensive and warlike character of mer- 
chant ships and a deliberate violation of 
the British Government’s positive as- 
surance made to Secretary Lansing that 
Fritish merchantmen would never fire 
first. 

Eleventh, Germany is not unwilling to 
conduct the submarine war within inter- 
national law, even if Germany contends 
that that particular law no longer has 
cifect, but she believes that Washington, 
in uphoiding that law, must consequent- 
ly be consistent and impartial and insist

BUILT IN SPITE OF 
IMITED FINANCES 


Board Overrides Recommenda- 
tion of Superintendent Who 
Predicted Half-Day Sessions. 


The Board of Education, at a meeting 


last night, approved the recommendatioi 
of the Committee on Finance that one 
22-room school be built during the pres- 


ent year, despite recent recommenda- 


tions of Superintendent of Instruction 
Blewett that the building program f 
the board be suspended to avoid cur- 
tailing the courses of instruction. 

The new school, if the program ap- 
proved last night is carried out, 
built at North Market street and Prairie 
avenue, to replace the present Bates 
School at Spring avenue and North Mar- 
ket street. The cost of its construction 
will be between $200,000 and $250,000. 

The designing of the school and the 
drafting of plans will be done in the of- 
fice of Commissioner of School Buildings 
Milligan, whose force the board voted to 
increase by recommending the employ- 
ment of three draftsmen to be paid nox 
more than $150 a month each. 

Ittner Seeks No New Contract. 

The board did not discuss the possible 
renewal of fts contract with William B. 
Ittner, architect, who has been recelvinz 
a 3 per cent commission on the gross 
cost of all schools built since 1910, which 
expires next month. A letter from Ittner 
to the board, in which he said he would 
not seek the renewal of the contract, 
was read. 

The board members adopted a resolu- 
tion presented by Dr. Henry lL. Wolfner, 
chairman of the Building Committee, ex- 
tending a vote of thanks to Ittner for 
his services and asking that he hold 
hintself in readiness to respond to any 
future call of the board. The Post-Dis- 
patch last Saturday published the fact 
that Ittner’s contract was not to be re- 
newed. 

A telegram of congratulations was 
sent to Christopher W. Johnson and his 
bride, who was Miss Willa H. Brad- 
ford of Meadowbrook, L. I. Johnson. 
who is a member of the board, was 
married in New York vesterday.

VERDI'S ‘REQUIEM 


SUNG CAPABLY BY 
PAGEANT CHORUS 


Soloists Add to Success of Ren- 
dition——Best Work of 
Organization. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 
HE Pageant Choral Society contin- 
Tt ues to advance towards its ideal 
of high-class oratorio singing, as 
was proted by its presentation of Ver- 
ci’s famous “Requiem,” last night at the 
Odeon, before a large audience. This 
performance, concluding the second sea- 
fon of the chorus of 200 mixed voices 
/ Under the direction of Frederick Fischer, 
was on the whole the most pleasing the 
organization has ever given.. 

A proportion of the success was due 
to the music, for Verdi, one of the great- 
est of operatic composers, had too vivid 
a gift of melody, too resourceful a skill 
in harmony, and a command of music’s 
dramatic powers too practised, to permit 
him, even when writing in the religious 
style, to sink to the dreariness and ster- 
flity which go often afflict the oratorio 
form. The “‘‘Requiem”’ {s in a senso op- 
eratic; ff, because of the solemnity of 
the subject, it could not be so thrilline 
as “‘Aida,’’ it was nevertheless stirring 
almost throughout, and was able to hold 
the interest with scarcely a pause. 


R Spirit Shown in Rendition. 
The dramatic meaning of the music 


was excellently brought forward by Di- 
rector Fischer. It was not hard to see 
that even the “Requiem” might become 
dull unless presented with spirit, <.nd 
Fischer’s reading of the score was al- 
ways spirited. Indeed, occasionally he 
leaned too far in this direction, as when 
some ruusing orchestral effect of brass 
and drums tempted him to give them 
full scope, with the result that the cho- 
rus was almost drowned out. He was 
assisted by nearly the entire Symphony 
Orchestra. 

A second element of the evening’s tri- 
umph was found in the soloists. At pre- 
vious concerts the principal singers, 
usually grouped in a quartet, have some- 
times all been mediocre; and sometimes 
three out of four have been common- 
place. Last night three out of four were 
exceptionally good, a proportion higher 
than the society had ever attained. 
These three were Mrs. Marjorie Dodge 
Warner, soprano, of Chicago; Albert 
Lindquest, tenor, of New York, and 
Charles FE. Galagher, basso, of Cincin- 
nati. 

Mrs. Warner's voice is hrrie in qual-| 
ity, and although not large, has a pene- 
trative timbre which makes its high 
notes séem powerful, and enabled them 
to be heard above chorus and orchestra. 
She pleased the audience, as its <-p- 
pl-use showed, with all her numbers, 
and particularly in the duet for so- 
prano and mezzo-soprano, ‘‘Recordare, 


| Jesu ple,” abd the finé concluding nunt- 


ber, “Libéra mé," ‘for soprano and*tho- 
rus. Lindquest, a well-known concert 
tenor, was not so happy in his produc- 
tion of soft tones, but displayed rom: 
high notes, sung with resonance, which 
had a ringing effect. He was especially 
fortunate in the tenor solo, “‘Ingemisco.”’ 
Galagher, favorably known here from 
his appearance as soloist at a “‘pop’”’ con- 
cert early in the season, proved himself 
again a true basso cantate, his voice 
having unusual power, with a rich and 
melodious quality. ‘All of his numbers 
were ably sung. 


Chorus Is Subordinate. 

The weak point in the quartet was 
occupied by Mrs. E. George Payne of 
St. Louis, who, although a high soprano, 
took thé mezzo-soprano part. In quar- 
tet passages she could not be heard, 
and even in duets she was frequently 
inaudible. Her singing was without res- 
onance or Vitality; and as the mezzo-so- 
iprano part in the “‘Requiem” !s perhaps 
'the most prominent of all, one could not 
help thinking what could have boen 
made of it with a full and rounded 
voice. 

The role of the chorus in the ‘“Re- 
quiem”’ is subordinate, and It had a free 
opportunity only in the great fugued 
chorus, “Sanctus,”’ for two chotrs. The 
singers made their way through the con- 
trapuntal mazes with an easy certainty 
which reflected credit upon their train- 
irig, and sang with a zest which was 
likewise creditable to their enthusiasm 
for their work. Their part of the excit- 
ing “‘Dies Irae,”’ for quartet and chorus, 
was sung in moving style. 

The ambitious attempt was made to 
sing the “‘Requiem” in Latin, instead of 
in English, and some freaks of pro- 
nunciation resulted. 

Taking a lesson from Berlioz, whose 
grandoise “‘Requiem” calls for four 
brass bands at different points In the 
gallery, Director Fischer stationed two 
trumpeters in the balcony for the num- 
ber, “Tuba mirum” (Hark, the Trum- 
pet!) With four other trumpeters oa 
the stage, the effect of the instruments 
calling WD coda stne back and forth 
was very wg. writs:

Public Service Commission a a 
letter today from Speyer & Co. and J. & 
W. Seligman & Co.. the New York 
bankers reorganizing the Frisco Rail- 
road, notifying the commission that they 
would not undertake to reorganize the 
I‘risco Railroad in Missouri under the 
conditions imposed recently by the com- 
mission. 

Following the receipt of thesletter 
there was considerable discussion 
here as to whether the bankers now 
would try to reorganize the Frisco in 
Arkansas, or some other state, as 
they had threatened to do if they 
coulq not obtain satisfactory reor- 
Sanization terms in Missouri.

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 
The Bureau of Naturalization of the Depart- 

ment of Labor is conducting a nation-wide cam- 
mign for the better preparation of aliens for 

citizenship through citizenship classes in the pub- 

li: schools. In harmony with this program night 

Classes to assist aliens in preparing for natural- 

ization have been conducted in four of the public 

schools here since Jan. 31, with one class and one 
téacher in each schoo! and an attendance of about 

69 men in each class. Excellent work has been 

@one in these classes and alsoin citizenship classes 

conducted by the Y. M. ©. A. during the past year 

or two in different parts of the city. Six weeks 
is considered the minimum time for giving the 

@esired instruction. The regular night’ school 

classes for this year closed Friday and !t is under- 

stood that the school authorities will close the 
citizenship classes because of lack of funds. 

‘The importance of this work and the necessity 

for continuing and enlarging it can hardly be 

oyer estimated, especially in view of the right -f 
suffrage given aliens by the Constitution and laws 
of Missouri.

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The joint resolution passed by the House with 
only one dissenting vote and certain to be passed 
by the Senate, providing for an immediate addt- 
tion of 19,000 men to the regular army, is an 
emergency measure. Congress cannot do less than 
this in the face of the Villa expedition and the 
contingencies that may arise in connection with it. 

The country ought to be profoundly awakened 
to the actual conditions in the army and navy and 
our utter unpreparedness to deal with a real en- 
emy having a powerful army and navy. Even one 
of the lesser nations could give us a stunning blow 
before we could muster sufficient forces to meet 
an enemy. 

The emergency measure should be merely a step 
to prompt and comprehensive measures providing 
for any eventuality. We should have a regular 
army of not less than 200,000, preferably 250,000, 
thoroughly equipped with all modern war ma- 
chines and ample ammunition. We should have 
a reserve of not less than 400,000 trained citizen 
soldiery, with ample equipment, ready for use 
on call. 

These provisions are for the immediate future. 
For the permanent defense of the nation we 
should have_universal military training and serv- 
ice of all able-bodied men over 18 years of age. 
We should adopt, with such modifications as may 
be required for our different conditions, the Swiss 
system of universal military training and duty. 

The series of articles published in the Post-Dis- 
pateh concerning the Swiss system was convincing 
as to its merits, its democratic and anti-militar- 
istic nature, its just basis of duty and service for 
all citizens. 

The true defensive forces of a repuDlic are its 
citizens, who must be prepared in order to ren- 
der efficient service in the country’s defense. 
Under the system of universal training and service 
the soldiers of the nation are drawn from its citi- 
zenship, from the men who make the nation and 
have the greatest stake in its security and pros- 
perity. It is not sufficient for citizens grudgingly 
to pay taxes and hire costly substitutes for mili- 
tary duty. The burdens of national defense, with 
universal service, are more equally divided than 
taxes, because every man, whether a taxpayer or 
not, is required to serve the country in the hour 
of need and must be prepared to give efficient 
service. 

It insures safety from aggressive militarism be- 
cause the citizens who control the Government 
at the polls compose the military forces. Non- 
militarism is assured becanse no great standing 
army is required. The system is economical be- 
cause it enables the Government to reduce the 
standing army to a modest nucleus, with unlimited. 
reserves to draw upon to repel attack. 

The economic value of the system in the mental, 
moral and physiological development and disci- 
pline of young men is of unmeastirable value. 

When emergency needs are provided for Con- 
gress should adopt a comprehensive measure 
which will assure the military training and re- 
quire the service of all citizens able to bear arms. 
The people are prepared for a measure of this 
kind. They recognize its value for the conserva- 
tion of manhood resources and the democratic de- 
fense of the nation. 
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A glimpse of Villa just now would be a buena 
vista. 
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GOOD MUNICIPAL EXAMPLES. 

Inefficient city government in Kansas City, Mo., 
is now contrasted with the commission govern- 
ment of Kansas City, Kan., which “has trans- 
formed a bankrupt, discredited city government 
into an efficient government, able to pay its bills.”

At a meeting estimated to be attended by 
1000, the teachers of the St. Louis public schools 
My Fi join with the teachers of Kansas ‘City 
na ating a new Constitution for Missouri. 

An assessment of a tenth of one per cent on 
the salary of each member in St. Louis’ 2500 
teaching force—about $1 apiece—was voted to 
meet publicity and organization costs. 

The action is not political. The teachers do 
not commit themselves to specific features of the 
proposed new instrument. It is probable that 
the document, when framed, may contain some 
provisions to which individual teachers will ob- 
ject. What they have done is to record their con- 
viction that the State cannot fail to be better 
governed under a Constitution, whatever its de- 
tails, representing the thought of today than un- 
der one representing the thought of 41 years ago. 

It is accordingly wholly proper and commend- 
able for them to participate and even to take the 
virtual leadership in the movement. If they are 
actuated by any incentive of special interest it is 
that of bettering the educational system of the 
State, which is an incentive in whose prompting 
ail Missourians should share. , 

Missour! men have for years emphasized the 
urgent need of constitutional revision. Now we 
shall see what can be done toward furthering the 
object by a class including so large a percentage 
of women as the teachers. Obsolete provisions of 
basic law sadlv handicap Missouri in some of the 
most important of governmental functions—reve- 
nue-raising, appropriation, education, judicial re- 
form, besides lesser functions. Late events have 
presented many object lessons on how these 
handicaps obstruct advance.

A River Terminals Club has been formed at 
St. Charles to provide the town with concrete 
wharves and power-driven freight-handling ma- 
chinery. 

Tf the 12.090 people of this river city should be 
siven the advantage of these improved facilities 
in advance of the 750,000 people. of St. Louis, a 
creditable performance would be seored. The 
probability is that its wharves will be in use at 
least as Soon as St. Louis’ permanent municipal 
dock. 

Plans for a greater utilization of the rivers have 
reached a stage where thev occupy a place of 
large importance in the minds of practical men 
in all riparian territory.
